WASHINGTON. — Generel im- 
provement in the enlisted promo- 
tion picture for July. was high- 
lighted last week by the Army 
Department relinquishing all con- 
trol over promotions to E3 (PFC).

FL AGSTA FF, Ariz— 
Army aviation ‘personnel of 
the 93d Transportation Heli- 
copter Co, and the 14th Army 
Aviation Fixed. Wing Trans- 
port Co. last week had the 
grim, treacherous task of re- 
moving the bodies of the worst 
disaster in commercial airline 
history. 

Four H-21C helicopters from the 
93d and three C-1A Otters from the 
14th flew nearly 500 miles to the 
Grand Canyon from Douglas, Ariz., 
where — ironically enough — they 
had been participating in Army 
Air Traffic Control and Naviga- 
tional System Tests conducted by 
the Signal Corps at the Atomic 
Electrical Proving Ground. 

Maj. Jerome Feldt, command- 
ing officer of the 14th, headed the 
Army recovery party. H-21 “Work- 
horse” copters, which this spring 
landed atop Pikes Peak during 
Exercise “Lode Star Baker” at 
Camp Hale, Colo.; had to buck 
powerful air currents within the 
steep canyon walls to recover the 
remains of 128 fatalities. There 
were no survivors. 

Army choppers brought the re- 
mains up in plastic bags to Grand 
Canyon Airport. From there, “Ot- 
ters” took them 80 miles to a 
mortuary set up in the National | 
Guard Armory in Flagstaff, Ariz. 

At nightfall of the second day, 
gusty winds with blasts up to 60 
miles per hour prevented ‘addi- 
tional helicopters from reaching 
the Canyon floor and left 13 per- 
sons stranded’ there overnight. 
Maj. Feldt waited-for a break in 
the wind to drop supplies to the 
stranded party.

CAMERA . 





HERE’S no denying the 

usefulness of human 
hands, but somehow they al- 
ways get in the way when peo- 
ple pose for pictures. Photo 
subjects may never think 
about their hands, ordinarily, 
but when you get set to take 
a picture they can’t seem to 
think of anything else. 


The best way to stop this fidget- 
ing about hands is to give therm 
something to do. In stage plays 
there ‘are many “props” the actors 
use or handle as they say their 
lines. You can use props in pic- 
tures, too. 

Hands seem to provide a key to 
the appearance of a subject. If 
they’re left at loose ends, the sub- 
ject seems stiff or nervous. Give 
them something to du and suddenly 
a person becomes relaxed and nat- 
ural, Pictures take on a candid 
look. 

* > * 

SOMETIMES YOU will find suit- 
able props awaiting you in a pic- 
ture setting. Again, you may want 
to choose them beforehand and 
carry them along. They should be 
the sort of things that fit in with 
the subject and the setting to help 
the picture tell its story. 

On the beach; sunglasses, swim- 
ming fins, a big ball, an umbrella 
may-serve your purpose. If there’s 
nothing at hand you always can 
put the children to work building 
a sand castle and get good action 
pictures while they are busy. 
Toys are the most natural props

child clutching a doll need not 
even be looking at it to make a 
picture - effective. Yet the doll 
seems a natural part of the pic- 
ture and the child is more at ease 
for having it there. If you have a 
young baseball player at your, 
house, film him with glove or bat. 

There are props you can use 
to put your subjects at ease with- 
out having them appear in your 
pictures. This trick is especially 
useful in taking portraits of 
people-who “freeze” in unnat- 
ural attitudes before the camera. 

Arrange your picture in a set- 
ting where your subject seems 
natural—reading in a comfortable 
chair, at a basement workbench, or 
in the yard. Plan it so the camer 
takes in only the bead and shoul- 
ders. When you are all set to shoot, 
say “Hi, there!” And ask your sub- 
ject to look up and greet you as 
though you had just come along. 
The result will be an informal 
portrait, the type that doesn’t look 
stiff and posed. 

“Candid” pictures sometimes are 
caught with the subject completely 
unaware of the camera, More 
often, though, they are planned to 
reveal a natural pose. If you get 
your camera ready to shoot before 
you start working with your sub- 
ject, you can work fast enough to

Gls Study Atom Management 


WASHINGTON. — Study- 
ing on the historic campus of 
the University of Virginia in 
the “hottest” career the mod- 
ern world has to offer are 34 
members of the armed forces, 
most of them Army enlisted 
men. 

The five-month training pro- 
gram, developed by the Corps of 
Engineers, will qualify the 25 sol- 
diers, six sailors, three airmen and 
one civilian employee of the Army 
to become operators of nuclear 
reactor plants. 

The students were carefully se- 
lected for intelligence, educational 
background and experience with 
conventional types of power plants. 
Not overlooked in the selection 
was the temptation they will be, 
when fully trained, to private em- 
ployers. A condition was that they 
have at least four years remaining 
of obligated military service.

IN THE WORDS of Earl W. 
O’Neal. “It’s a good chance to 
further my personal education and 


‘to get in on the ground floor of a 


new project.” 

M/Sgt. Charles R. Feavyear has 
similar thoughts. 

“I am happy to have been picked 
for this training because I think 
this is the coming field and I am 
interested in the nuclear business,” 
he said. , 

The university training consists 
of 22 hours of classroom and lab- 
oratory work and an equal amount 
of supervised study over a 5%- 
day week. There is a heavy con- 
centration of mathematics, physics, 
thermo-dynamics and electricity. 

A pilot nuclear power plant is 
under construction at Fort Bel- 
voir, Va., by the Corps of Engi- 
neers and the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission. When it is completed in 
the summer of 1957 the 35 stu- 
dents will learn how to operate 
it. Most of them will ultimately 
become _ instructors. Meanwhile 
they are to be assigned to Atomic 
Energy Commission facilities for 
practical experience.

Obesity, he says, deadens romantic urges and produces 
a functional type of castration. Alcohol makes the victim 
sluggish and relatively impotent. 

“But,” he continues, “probably the worst single cause 
of waning sex ardor is tobacco.” 

How come? Deponent sayeth not. But he does reveal, 
probably for the first time in or out of medical literature, 
that “that is indirectly why cigarettes were foisted upon our 
soldiers, to keep their sex desires depressed. The men usually 
didn’t know these medical facts, so, having formed the ciga- 
rette habit, they now continue, And their ardor keeps waning.

Retirement Inequity 


7 is increasing talk favoring enlisted retirement pay 
based on the number of years credited for pay purposes. 
And well there might be. Under present laws, certain soldiers 
must compute their retirement pay on a less favorable basis 
than do officers with similar service. Those affected are men 
with Reserve time. 


Enlisted retired pay is calculated at 214 percent of base 
pay, times the number of active duty years. Officers are 
allowed to figure their retired pay at 214 percent of base, 
times “the number of years credited for pay purposes.” 

This makes quite a difference to men having creditable 
time on non-active duty Reserve status. 

For example, take a master sergeant with 20 years of 
active duty service, plus six in the Reserve, at retirement. 
His base pay is $335.40, which he multiplies by 214 times 
the 20 active duty years, giving him monthly retirement of 
$167.70. 

Were he allowed to multiply by 26, as would an officer 
with similar service, his monthly retirement pay would come 
to $218.01, Quite a difference. 

Since officer rates are higher, it would seem fair and 
proper that the “enlisted multiplier” be brought into line. 

One of the advocates of the change is John R. Blandford, 
personnel specialist of the House Armed Services Committee. 
Another is Senator William Langer of North Dakota, who 
has introduceda bill (S. 3930) to effect a change. Since this 
bill was last seen buried under paper in the Post Office and 
Civil Service committee, however, there is little chance that 
it will see the light this session. , 

On the other hand, some Pentagen officials have shown 
interest in the idea and,.though it may be dead for now, we 
trust the Defense Department will consider including it in 
its legislative program for next session.

‘Painful Reappraisal’ 


DALY CITY, Calif.: Please allow 
me to comment on a statement 
made in your June 16 editorial. 
You wrote, “Reservists, too, would 
not be human if they did not resent 
losing those big FECA payments 
even while recognizing that the new 
plan is a more equitable one,” 

As the wife of a “career Reserv- 
ist,” please let me state our side 
of it. First of all, I agree that the 
present setup is unfair and I do be- 
lieve that survivors of Regulars 
should have an increase in pay- 
ments. 

However, HR 7089 proposes to 
drastically reduce payments made 
to survivors of Reservists. Yet these 
same Reservists were told they 
could count on this protection for 
their families if they made a career 
of the service. They counted on 
it, believed it and used it*in plan- 
ning their budgets. 

For my own family, our insur- 
ance program is based on what 
you term “those big FECA pay- 
ments.” Five hundred dollars per 
month is not so big when you have 
five small children to feed and edu- 
cate, today’s prices being what they 
are. Our children’s ages range 
from.14 months to eight years. 

One sergeant I know summed it 
up like this: “The biggest thin 
wrong with the service today, an 
the reason 80 many people are 
quitting is this —

WEST POINT, N. Y.— 
Former members of the armed 
forces make up nearly 25 per- 
cent of the Class of 1960 
which was sworn in at the 
United States Military Acad- 
emy at West Point this week. 


The new class, largest to be ad- 
mitted since Jul,, 1950, contains 
759 members and has représenta- 
tives from the 48 states, with the 
exception of North Dakota. New 
York, with 47, has the largest 
number of any state, and Cali- 
fornia is second with 33. 


Also included are residents from 
the District of Columbia, Hawaii, 
Panama Canal Zone, Puerto Rico, 
and Alaska. 

Three foreign countries (Costa 
Rica, Venezuela, and Honduras), 
are represented with one each in 
accordance with a 1946 law which 
authorizes citizens cf Central and 
South American republics to re- 
ceive instruction at USMA. 


In addition to the 172 who have 
served in the armed forces, a fur- 
ther breakdown shows that the 
Class of 1960 has 108 who were 
class presidents, 49 student council 
presidents, 349 former Boy Scouts, 
and 114- National Honor Society 
members. 

During its first two months at 
West Point the class will receive 
instruction designed to provide the 
new cadets with basic individual 
military training and an _ indoc- 
trination on cadet life and the mili- 
tary service. The training will be 
culminated with a presentation pa- 
rade the last week of August, at 
which time the new class will be 
accepted as a part of The .Corps 
of Cadets,

For Training 


FORT LEE, Va.—A joint 
Quartermaster - Signal Corps 
operation will swing into ac- 
tion this September when a 
Signal Corps mobile tele- 
vision unit arrives at Lee to 
begin filming 10 kinescopes, 
aimed at training Quarter- 
master Reserve officers. 


The kinescopes will cover 10 
different subjects. Initial drafting 
of scripts, performers, sets and 
other facilities will be furnished by 
the Quartermaster Training Com- 
mand at Fort Lee. 

As finished products, the kine- 
scopes-films made of actual televi- 
sion programs—will go to Quarter- 
master offices at a number of 
Army Reserve centers. In the event 
of mobilizatio:, these same films 
can be sent to different parts of 
the country for rapid dissemination 
of technical information. 

Kinescopes are considered 
more practical to produce for 
- training purposes than the con- 
ventional motion picture. Their 
advantage lies chiefly in the ease 
with which the three TV cam- 
eras may be handled by the crew 
and in the elmination of such 
costly tasks as superimposing 
and cutting of film. 

Last summer, the QMTC made: 
its first full-scale venture into the 
kinescope program when a series 
of films was produced.

THIS September’s shooting 
schedule calls for five 5 cacntell to 
be produced in ihe Quartermaster 
School’s Airborne Department; two 
each in the Supply Management 
and Food Service Departments; 
and one film in the school’s Opera- 
tions Department. 

An advance party of technical 
directors and script writers will be 
here from the Signal Corps Pictor- 
ial Center in New York before 
Sept. 1.

Dr. M. Robert Allen, educational 
director of the Quartermaster 
School, who pioneered the first 
QMTC effort in the field of educa- 
tional TV, is project officer. The

(Training) Section, 

The Signal Corps team will be 
here for about four to six weeks. 
The older method of motion pic- 
ture training films often took-from 
about 18 months to two years.

SEVERANCE PAY 


Q. If a Reserve Army officer 
with over 12 years’ active service 
f& separated for physical disability 
and he elects to accept severance 
pay under the provisions of AR 
35-1355 in lieu of VA benefits, does 
he become eligible for any VA 
award at any subsequent date? 

A. The receipt of ‘disability 
severance pay does not bar ap- 
plication for, or award of, VA com- 
pensation for service-connected 
disability. However, as explained 
in par. 19, AR 35-1355, such sev- 
erance pay will be deducted from 
any VA compensation for which 
the veteran may thereafter be en- 
titled for the same disability. It 
makes no difference whether the 
veteran applies immediately after 
separation or waits several years, 
the severance pay will be deducted 
from the compensation awarded 
by VA.

GI LOANS 


Q. I would like some informa- 
tion on the GI loan. On buying a 
new $3000 automobile, what is the 
minimum that can be borrowed? 

A. The GI Bill does not set any 
minimum or maximum loan 
amount. The lender has the 
authority to determine how much 
he will lend. The only limit is 
on the amount of VA guaranty, 
which is 60% up to $7500 for a 
home loan; 50% up to $4000 for 
other real estate loans; 50% up 
to $2000 for a nonreal estate loan. 
However, a veteran may obtain a 
VA lean guaranty to buy an auto- 
mobile only if the vehicle is ac- 
tually to be used in the conduct of 
a business or farming operation, 
or if the conditions of employment 
require that a veteran have such 
vehicle for use in his work (but 
not merely to go to and from a 
place of employment).

Traffic Board 
Works Well 
At Carson 


FORT CARSON, Colo—Carson’s 
traffic hearing board, in operation 
for six months, has yielded some 
striking results. 

Authority for this statement is 
the president. of the board and 
post provost marshal at Carson, Lt. 
Cel. Miguel J Pomar. 

“It has definitely been estab- 
lished that since the hearing board 
has been in operation, the acci- 
dent and violation rate of Carson 
personnel has been greatly re- 
duced,” Col. Pomar declared. 

The board really works, all 
right. Offenders are extremely 
careful not to appear before it a 
second time. 

For instance, since the board 
has been in operetion, a total of 
900 violators have appeared be- 
fore it. 

Of this total, only 25 second- 
time offenders were noted. 

* * - 


BASICALLY here’s how the 
board operates: 

Any Carson soldier who is in- 
volved in a traffie violation, either 
on or off the post, must appear be- 
fore the board after duty hours, 
accompanied by his unit com- 
mander. 

After hearing the case, the 
board decides what action to take, 
either suspending or revoking on- 
post driving privileges or ordering 
the violator to attend a traffic 
school after duty hours. 

To further implement the pro- 
gram, Carson officials recently 
ordered that any Carson soldier 
who is apprehended for (1) driv- 
ing under the influence or: gross 
reckless driving, (2) hit-run vio- 
lation, (3) being involved in a 
fatal accident, (4) speeding 30 or 
more miles over the posted speed 
limit or (5) repeating of viola- 
tions, will be subject to having his 
state driving privileges suspended. 

In such cases, Carson’s provost 
marshal’s office requests that each 
individual state suspend the vio- 
lator’s license.

boat. Meanwhile, the other FEA 
men rowed to the men and pulled 
them from the river. 

At the New Hampshire test 
site, an emergency team from the 
agency’s permanent test detach- 
ment was called into action as 
soon as word was received that Dr. 
Levye was missing. Crossing what 
local residents termed “avalanche 
ready” mountains, the men started 
a 24hour search. for the missing 
man. 

Fearing him dead, they marched 
to the area where his companions 
had last seen him and probed the 
11-foot snow with long iron poles. 
After four hours of this, they 
located Dr. Leve’s frozen . body, 
sitting upright, but crushed under 
the tremendous weight of the 
fallen snow-slide. 

Not all of the rescue attempts 
|of the Mount Washington team 
have been heroic. Last year, a 
team of ten men was dispatched to 
a remote area on the mountain 
after local residents expressed 
fear that a man living alone in a 
cabin might be in danger since he 
did not answer his telephone. 

Loading their snow- going 
“weasel” with first aid equipment, 
the team trekked to the other side 
of the mountain, expecting to find 
the cabin covered by tons of snow. 

Arriving, they found the cabin 
serene and undamaged. The “vic- 
tim” welcomed them at the door. 
Nothing more serious than a rou- 
tine line failure in the telephone 
connection had caused the upset.

100-Degree Yuma Has 
Few Heatstroke Cases 





YUMA TEST STATION, Ariz. 
—At Yuma Test Station, where 
the maximum daily tempera- 
tures almost always are well over 
100 degrees and the ground tem- 
peratures rise as high as 155 
degrees during the summer 
months, cases from heat stroke, 
heat exhaustion, heat cramps 
and sunburn are at rock bottom. 
Less than five cases a month 
during the hottest season are re- 
corded at the Post Hospital from 
all of the four above mentioned 
effects of the sun. 

Test teams arrive at Yuma 
Test Station from all over the 
United States and from arctic 
regions in May and June of each 
year. Even though the tempera- 
ture differences are tremendous 
between the home station and 
the Test Station the men from 
the test teams suffer little or no 
ill effects from the sun. 

The- Post Surgeon feels that 
the very low number of sum- 
mer sun cases can be attributed 
to the fact that the men at YTS 
are made aware of what the sun 
can do and therefore gevern 
themselves accordingly.

and installations to the Japanese 
government when no longer need- 
ed, or when alternate facilities 
have been provided. 

The five buildings returned con- 
stituted a total land area of 140,- 
101 square feet, and five buildings 
with a total of 262,993 square feet 
of floor area.

When you are vulnerable and 
make a takeout double for a one 
spade opening, you should have a 
fine hand. Here, it is absolutely 
certain that partner will have to 
show his suit at the two range. 

Are you prepared to guarantee 
that your side will not be in seri- 
ous trouble—even if partner hag 
practically nothing? 

In today’s deal, Mr. Dale’s hand, 
containing 16 points or about three 
and a half honor tricks,. wags just 
about a minimium, considering the 


opening bid was a spade. 

Mr. Masters knew his partner’s 
double was not shaded. He knew 
he was obligated to show his best 
suit at the two level, no matter 
how weak his hand might be. Hold- 
ing’a good hand, he properly made 
a jump response in clubs and then 
went on to game when Mr. Dale 
showed his club fit. The contract 
was a reasonable one and, when 
the king of hearts was on-side, 11 
tricks were readily available. .

It tells about 
the vast number of pencils chewed 
by Secretary of State Dulles dur- 
ing the Indo-China crisis. And it 
tells how the President was becom- 
ing impatient with Sen. McCarthy, 
although he refused to get into a 
public argument with the senator 
so that he “would not get into the 
gutter with that guy.” 

Donovan also describes how Mrs. 
Oveta Culp Hobby, then Secretary 
of Health, Education and Welfare, 
became “frightened” when the Salk 
polio vaccine program threatened 
to get messy. 

Donovan reaches the belief, 
based on written records and inter- 
views, that “the President likes 
Nixon and trusts him,” but uses 
him mainly for “political purposes. 
The. President emerges as a maf 
whose emotions are’ strong, who 
shows impatience with some of the 
details of politicking. Patronage, 
for example, made the President 
“sick and tired.”

And 
a man who cannot think clearly is 
of no use to a company. 
Barbiturates act so much like 
alcohol it is sometimes difficult to 
tell which of the two the person 
is taking. Many persons under the 
influences of a sedative have been 
thrown into jail as common drunks 
even though they may not have 
touched a drop of liquor. Yet they 
look and act drunk, 
The similarity between barbitu- 
rate addiction and alcoholism is 
also present when a person sud- 
denly decides to quit taking the 
drug. He is just as likely to get 
the DT’s (delirium tremens) as any 
alcoholic who craves a drink and 
can’t get it, 
These hallucinations in which 
all sorts of horrible animal or 
human spectacles and noises are 
imagined may develop about a 
week after the ye en of 
the drug. To

Senate Measure s 
‘Dual. Retirement Benefits 


By STEVE TILLMAN 


WASHINGTON.—Following five years of federal government service in a civilian 
capacity, Reserve officers can count all of their active duty toward both Reserve retirement 
under Title III of PL 810 (exclusively this type of retirement) and also toward their Civil 
Service retirement or annuity. They are not required to make payment into the Civil Serv 
ice retirement fund to cover this benefit. PL 810 specifically provides for this quality of 


benefit. 

But a “sleeper” provision con- 
tained in S. 2875 would eliminate 
this duality of retirement benefit 
in the future. The Reserve of- 
ficer could count the active duty 
time for his Reserve retirement 
only. If not eligible for such re- 
tirement under certain conditions. 
counted toward Civil Service re- 
tirement under certain contditions. 

This privilege has been enjoyed 
exclusively only by Reserve per- 
sonnel retiring under Title III of 
PL 810. Its continuation is expect- 
ed to be defended by the Reserve 
Officers Association. Cértain Sen- 
ate leaders and other government 
officials are not convinced of the 
equity, especialy the discrimina- 
tion against personnel of the Reg- 
ular services, and Reserve officers 
retired under Title Il of PL 810. 


Vets in Reserve 


The big news in Reserve re- 
cruiting has passed with little or 
no discussion in Army circles. This 
is the one-year enlistment of vets. 

About January of this year only 
1500 had been enlisted. As of June 
15 the number had passed the 5100 
mark. 

Veterans are needed in the Re- 
serve units as the enlisted com- 
manders — good noncommissioned 
officer personnel. 

At this time veterans are not 
required to take an active part in 
the Reserve, but after 1957 they 
will be so obligated. The increase 
in the number of enlistments for 








veterans indicates a greatly im- 
proved orientation before release 
from active duty. 


Clerks Benefit 


A long overlooked group of “old- 
timers” has now received justice 
at the hands of Congress. The bill 
by Rep. James C. Murray of Il- 
linois to have service as Army 
field clerk, field clerk quartermas- 
ter Corps, credited toward retire- 
ment under PL 810, has become 
law. It is PL 601 dated June 20, 
1956. 

Rep. Murray also succeeded in 
having active duty as Army head- 
quarters clerk, and as clerk Quar- 
termaster Corps before Aug. 29, 
1916, in the case of present war- 
rant officers, be considered as 
creditable service as a warrant of- 
ficer. The new law is not retroac- 
tive in nature. 


Gus Will Run 


Col. Gus Karger, one of the more 
senior members of the Reserve Of- 
ficers Association, tells me that he 
will be a 1957 candidate for na- 
tional president of the ROA. ° 

Karger, last year resisted efforts 
of the ROA to have the Army con- 
tinue many units not deemed 
needed for immediate mobilization. 
It was contended that many of the 
older officers had “hurt” by 
the loss in training pay and other 
monetary benefits that go with be- 
ing in the active Reserve.

FORT HUACHUCA, Ariz—With 
the fire season in this state at its 
peak, Army Electronic Proving 
Ground troops continue to support 
fire-fighting activities in state for- 
est regions.

FORT SILL, Okla—If an artil-

to the Artillery and Guided Missile 
Center here he would probably feel 
like a Rip Van Winkle. The land- 
scape would be vaguely familiar, 
but the new and improved weap- 
ons and equipment developed dur- 
ing the last ten years would be 
strange—if not downright magical. 

Only by keeping ebreast of mod- 
ern warfare can the artillery re- 
main “King of Battle.” 


This War II artilieryman would 
find new weapons, guided missiles, 
a new family of tracked vehicles, 
and improved communications, 
searchlights, radar, and helicopter 
transport. But the age-old artillery 
mission—to give support and lend 
depth to combat—is as inviolate as 
ever. : 

* * 

THE MOST eye-catching addi- 
tions he will see are the 280 mm 
cannon, the Honest John and the 
Corporal, all capable of delivering 
atomic as well as conventional ex- 
plosives. 

Two transporters—front and 
rear—make the huge 280 mm can- 
non so mobile that it can be 
drawn through crowded city streets 
and around corners. Its 85-tea 
weight can travel at a speed of 
35 mph. 

The far-traveling Honest John 
rocket and the Corporal missile are 
launched from mobile carriers. 

The adoption of self-propelled 
weapons streamlines artillery fire- 
power. By putting artillery pieces 
on tracked vehicles, a battery can 
go into position more quickly and 
with less likelihood of being mired 
in mud, snow or sand or of being 
stopped by terrain hazards. 

Tracked vchicles are now being 
built specifically fur artillery 
pieces. Today the artillery has the 
completely rebuilt 105 mm how- 
itzer, the 155 mm howitzer, 155 mm 
gun, and 8-inch howitzer, all self- 
propelled and equipped with power 
elevation, traverse and _ loader- 
rammer.

First Army 
Drive to Cut 
Auto Mishaps 


GOVERNORS ISLAND, N. Y.— 
An intensified campaign to reduce 
auto accidents involving soldiers 
during summer training periods 
has been announced by First Army 
officials. 

Commanding Generals of Camp 
Drum, N. Y., Fort Dix, N. J., and 
Fort Devens, Mass., have been di- 
rected to start sweeping investiga- 
tions of traffic accidents involving 
soldiers. The post commanders 
were instructed to have military 
police investigate all traffic acci- 
dents involving military personnel 
with civilians, those resulting in 
hospitalization of personnel, those 
in which alcohol appears to_be a 
factor and those where damage to 
government property exceeds $100. 
These investigations will be con- 
ducted in addition to those nor- 
mally undertaken by the unit com- 
mander concerned. 

The directive affects more than 
90,000 National Guard and Reserve 
personnel scheduled to participate 
in annual field training this year 
at First Army installations in New 
York, New Jersey and New Eng- 
land.

Brig. Gen. S. H. Sherrill 


* WASHINGTON. — Brig. Gen. 
Stephen H. Sherrill, 63, retired 
veteran of both World Wars, died 
on June 28 at Walter Reed Army 
Hospital. He was hospitalized ear- 
lier in the week following a heart 
attack. 

At the time of his death, Gen. 
Sherrill was vice president of Ar- 
lington’s First National Bank and 
manager of its armed services de- 
partment in the Pentagon. 

A graduate of West Point in 
1917, Gen. Sherrill changed his 
branch of service to Signal Corps 
in 1923. 

During War I, he commanded 
Troop 1, 2d Cav. in four major en- 
gagements. Later, he commanded 
the advance Cavalry of the Third 
Army leading in the advance 
through Belgium and Luxembourg 
into Germany. His was among the 
first units to reach the Rhine in 
1918. 

During War II, Gen. Sherrill won 
the Legion of Merit for supetvis- 
ing the training of 64,000 radar 
specialists. At that time, he com- 
manded the aircraft warning unit 
training center at Drew Field, 
Tampa, Fla. He was later com- 
mandant of the Eastern Signal 
School Training Center at Fort 
Monmouth, N. J. 

Between wars, Gen. Sherrill at- 
tended the Command and General 
Staff School, Fort Leavenworth, 
Kans., and the Army War College. 
From 1939 to 1942, he was assigned 


Staff; War Department. 


In 1946, he was a leader in the| 
formation of the Army Signal As- 
sociation, later the Armed Forces 
Communications Association, now 
the Armed Forces Communications 
and Electronics Association. He 
was the first Executive Director 
and edited the association’s jour- 
nal, SIGNAL, from 1946 to 1950. 

He is survived by his widow, 
Dorothy Mae Sherrill; one son, Lt. 
Col. Stephen H. Sherrill, Jr., USAF, 
a B-47 Squadron commander At 
Altus Air Force Base, Okla.; two 
brothers, Col. Fred G. Sherrill, 
San Marino, Calif., and Edwin 
Sherrill, East Hampton, Long Is- 
land, N.Y., and two grandsons. 


Funeral services with full mili- 
tary honors, were held on July 2 
at the Fort Myer Chapel. Burial 
was in Arlington National Ceme- 
tery.

Paratrooper Makes 
6 Jumps, 5 Landings 


FORT BRAGG, N. C.—“At 
first, I didn’t know what was 
happening . . . then when I 
found out, I wished I hadn’t. 


I was scared.” 

Those words describe the unique 
experience of Pvt. David J. Wilde, 
who graduated from the 82d Abn. 
Div. Airborne School after having 
made six parachute jumps. and 
only five landings, 

Wilde was the victim of a sel- 
dom-seen oversight, as a result of 
which he flew along behind a 
C-119 “Flying Boxcar” for five 
minutes some 1200 feet up. 

Wilde’s static line, which pulls 
open the parachute, was caught 
under his left riser in such a man- 
ner that it failed to function ex- 
cept as a connection between him 
and the plane, and so he dangled 
there, powerless fo change the sit- 
uation. 

As soon as he was hauled back 
into the plane, and it had landed, 
Wilde requested that he be 
given another chance te make 
his fifth and. qualifying jump. 
He “was outfitted with another 
parachute and within an hour 
after the experience which 
might have discouraged. him 
from further jumping, he was 
airborne, this time with no mis- 


haps. 

“At first I thought I had re- 
ceived my opening shock, although 
I had only counted two thousand 
instead of the usual four thousand. 
Then I saw I was keeping up with 
the plane . . , I still didn’t know 
just what had happened .. . I fig- 
ured my ‘chute had somehow 
caught on the tail of the plane.” 

Sgt. Ned J. Foster, jumpmaster 
of the right door, from which 
Wilde was last man to jump, saw 
the static line under the riser as 
he went out the door. 

“I made a grab for him, almost 
got him, and almost went out my- 
self. Then I hollered to Robinson 
(Sgt. Jack F. Robinson, jump- 
master of the plane), that there 
was a man hanging out there.” 

Robinson hurried to notify the

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pilot, who nosed up to gain alti- 
tude. Then the two jumpmasters, 
the co-pilot, crew chief and radio 
operator proceeded to haul him in. 
They used the rope usually used 
to pull in static lines, 

So now, after six tries and five 
successes, the dreams of a young 
man who volunteered for airborne 
training because he “wanted some- 
thing exciting,” have come true 
with the pinning of wings which 
proclaim him a qualified para- 
trooper,

FOR THE 5000 officers in an 
active status, pay was reduced as 
of iast Jan..1. If the bill passes, 
their pay will be increased to what 
it had been and they will receive 
beck pay for what they have lost 
since January. It is estimated that 
it will cost about $12,000 a month 
to pay them what has been with- 
held. 

The portion of the bill concerned 
with Reserve retirement affects 
some 3185 people, including 813 
in the Army, 2120 in the Navy and 
252 in the Air Force. Cost figures 
would run $259,248 for the Army, 
$409,110 for Navy and $82,974 for 
Air Force—a total of $751,332. 

In each case, it involves services 
in a status not defined as officer 
warrant, or enlisted. And because 
of the wording of the Reserve re- 
tirement law—Plblic Law ‘810, 
passed in 1948—such service is not 
creditable for retirement.

UNTIL the Army-Navy Nurse 
Act of 1947, nurses had neither 
officer or enlisted stetus. Thus they 
cannot use service before that 
date for Reserve retirement. This 
bill would allow them to credit 
the service on the same basis as 
Regular nurses now credit their of- 
ficer service, Reserve nriurses in all 
three services would benefit. 

Dietitians and physical therapists 
in the Army used to have neither 
commissioned nor enlisted status. 
They are now commissioned. Those 
who served before the specialty 
was given status would be allowed 
to count their time as commis- 
sioned service by the bill. 

The aviation cadet provision 
applies to Naval Reservists who 
were cadéts béfore 1942. Since then 
they heve had enlisted status. But 
before 1942 they served three 
years as cadet and were neither 
officers or enlisted men. They 
were simply cadets. This bill would 
allow them-to count that time as 
enlisted service.

The new bill, in addition te mak- 
ing the law permanent, would give 
the following new coverage: 

1. Those who become missing 
within continental U. S. would be 
eovered.

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Baseball Players 
Must Take Bitter 
With the Sweet 








» By ELLIS ROTTMAN 


HE WORLD SITUATION beixg what it is — and has been for the 
past 12 or 15 years — most Americans have at least a nodding 
acquaintance with the Selective Service Act. There was 4 time,, 
though, when people were satisfied to see the act administered by 
General Hershey and those “friends and neighbors” who made up 
the local boards. That's not so anymore. Now, just about every- 
one is an expert on the draft law and how it should be carried out. 
Baseball players, it seems, rank among the foremost authorities. 

It has been suggested that ball players be allowed to serve their 
military obligation piecemeal, during the winter months, because 
it is unfair to take them out of their lucrative summer jobs. But 
how about bean pickers and bookmakers and bricklayers? 

Should a Miami bookmaker be made to go into the service during 
the winter months, when all the high rollers are in town? And a 


bean picker. Is it fair to ship him off to the military right at harvest 
time? Bricklaying certainly is a seasonal occupation, except in those 
parts of the country where the weather. is good all year. 





+ * 7 * 

THIS LINE OF REASONING ha endless possibilities. A prize 
fighter could put up a strong argument for delaying his induction un- 
til his few years of high earning power have been exhausted, or at 
least ask to serve his obligation a few months at a time — preferably 
after fights in which he sustains injuries that take a while to heal. 

No one wants to see baseball players used as an example by irate 
draft boards — as has been charged, But, by the same token, there 
is no particular reason why ball players should be singled out for 
special privileges. Many professions and trades are more remunera- 
tive at one time of the year than another. The poor college football 
player who gets drafted while in school loses out on two counts. He 
has his education interrupted, and, in the bargain, gets taken away 
from what is probably the highest paying job he will ever hold. 

° “ - * * 

SOME WHO FEEL that baseball players are being discriminated 
against point’out that Mickey Mantle has been called up several 
times for reevaluation of his 4F classification. They may have a 
point there. An ordinary citizen who is rejected often isn’t called 
for another examination for years — and sometimes never, but Mr. 
Mantle, being in the public eye, is something of a celebrated 4F. 


When enough people wonder out loud how a mass of muscles 
like that escaped the service, an embarrassed draft board calls him 
for another well publicized physical, which he promptly fails. It’s 
funny, but people dont get nearly as upset when they see a 4F 
stevedore or steel worker whose physique and job performance indi- 
cate that only a quack could have rejected him for service. 


Ball players are by no means the only ones who rail at the 
thought of spending two years in the military. With no war on, 
and no apparent imminent danger of one, most men of draft age 
feel that two years in the service is a far from rosy prospect. Judg- 
ing from the number of plans floating around to change the present 
system, many responsible officials in Washington also think a change 
is in order.

IT ALREADY IS POSSIBLE to prevent a prolonged stay on 
active duty by joining the National Guard or the Reserve, but the 
age restrictions limit this avenue of escape to youngsters in or just 
out of high school. Sometimes in the not too distant future, there 
probably will be a revision of the draft statute, though it is doubtful 
that Congress or the Defense Department will lean over as far as 


+ the Supreme Court did to give baseball a helping hand.
